Symptomatic of the crisis is the decision of founding member the Murray 
Goulburn Co-operative Co Limited to resign as a member and, instead, join the 
Business Council of Co-operatives and Mutuals. Murray Goulburn was our 
highest-paying subscription member and the loss of this income has decimated 
our annual income.
